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Our  Principal’s  Message 


I he  selection  of  “Y  orktown  as  the  motif  for  the  Beacon  this  year  should  mean 
more  than  the  mere  recognition  of  a great  event.  The  success  of  American  arms  at 
Y orktown  made  possible,  on  a large  scale  in  the  affairs  of  men,  the  practical  applica- 
tion of  the  principle  of  self-determination  that  had  its  first  concrete  expression  on  this 
continent  at  Jamestown  in  1619. 

“Yorktown”  gave  life  and  encouragement  to  the  ideals  of  democracy  that  have 
since  been  exemplified  in  the  growth  of  the  United  States  both  materially  and  spirit- 
ually far  beyond  the  dreams  of  the  Founders.  Democracy  in  America  means  much 
more  than  a form  of  government.  In  its  deeper  significance  it  is  a method  of  living. 

Fhe  Newport  News  High  School  in  its  life  and  organization  endeavors  to  pro- 
vide for  its  pupils  experiences  as  nearly  identifcal  as  possible  with  those  of  everv-dav 
life.  This  yearbook  is  an  attempt  to  record  brieflv  some  of  the  experiences  that  have 
grown  out  of  the  scholastic  work,  and  the  school  activities. 

The  school  attempts  to  discover  the  needs  and  abilities  of  its  pupils  and  then  en- 
deavors to  arouse  in  them  the  motives  that  will  cause  them  to  reach  the  upper  limits 
of  their  capacities.  In  all  of  the  efforts  directed  toward  the  development  of  the  in- 
dividual the  public  good  is  never  forgotten.  Just  as  the  founders  of  the  Republic  in-

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The  Yorktown  Sesqui- 
centennial

Once  again  the  eyes  of  the  world  will 
turn  anxiously  toward  “Little  York” — 
that  historic  village  on  the  banks  of  the 
York  River.  Once  again  the  entire 
length  and  breadth  of  the  country  will 
vibrate  with  excitement  as  it  did  on 
that  day  when  the  news  of  the  mo- 
mentous event  of  that  historic  day — 
October  19 — spread  throughout  the 
country.  October  1 9 ! That  day  on 
which  Cornwallis  laid  down  his  arms 
and  surrendered  his  British  arms  to 
General  Washington  in  1781. 

On  receiving  word  of  the  surrender 
the  British  prime  minister  threw  up  his 
hands  exclaiming.  “My  God!  It  is  all 
over.”  General  Washington  said,  “The 
work  is  done  and  well  done.”  Indeed 
it  was  done.  The  war  was  over. 

One  hundred  and  forty-nine  years  have 
passed  by  since  that  time — with  Vir-' 
ginia  each  year  quietly  observing  the  an- 
niversary. But  as  this  year,  the  one  hun- 
dred and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  Amer- 
ican independence,  creeps  in,  with  nat- 
ural pride  all  America  prepares  to  stage 
a worthy  Sesquicentennial  Celebration 
with  the  quaint  village  of  Yorktown  as 
its  setting.  Once  more  the  little  sleepy 
Virginian  town  awakes  with  a start  to 
find  itself  in  the  limelight  of  the  world. 

In  a two-weeks’  celebration  York- 
town anticipates  accommodating  thous- 
ands of  loyal  person  from  far  and  near, 
uniting  as  one  to  pa\  homage  to  those 
brave  American  and  French  forces  who 
d'°d  on  this  foreign  soil  that  we  today 
mav  enjoy  the  blessings  of  liberty. 

Yorktown  today  is  much  the  same 
little  village  it  was  when  England’s 
great  leaders  gambled  with  superior 
odds  and  lost.  Here  and  there  the 


fingers  of  some  modernist  have  played 
havoc.  The  ball  of  the  overzealous 
golfer  now  pursues  the  aerial  course  of 
the  cannon  ball.  Oil  and  gas  bases  and 
piers  have  blotted  out  the  picturesque 
waterfronts  of  old  days,  one  hundred 
and  fifty-feet  yachts  with  twin-Diessel- 
ed  engines  replace  the  frigates  of  yes- 
terday. But  the  old-time  air  of  the  place 
cannot  be  banished. 

The  town  is  about  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five  years  old.  Repeated  wars 
have  had  an  ageing  effect  and  have  add- 
ed to  its  antiquated  appearance.  The 
history  of  the  little  village  is  written  in 
battle  smoke. 

Homes  of  early  colonial  beauty  and 
simplicity  grace  the  little  town.  The 
dwelling  of  its  founder,  Thomas  Nelson, 
still  stands  with  its  lofty  chimneys,  its 
solid  walls,  its  massive  doors,  and  its 
small  windows  with  solid  shutters.  Its 
sides  to  this  day  bear  two  cannon  balls 
fired  in  it  upon  the  order  of  its  master. 
Finding  his  homestead  unmarked  by 
the  skirmish  that  had  taken  place 
around  it,  Governor  Thomas  Nelson  im- 
mediately had  a gun  turned  on  it  and 
offered  a prize  of  five  guineas  to  the 
gunner  who  should  strike  it. 

About  a score  of  yards  from  the  Nel- 
son House,  “The  Cradle  of  the  Amer- 
ican Tariff  System” — the  oldest  custom 
house  in  America,  stands  as  a notable 
rel’c.  In  colonial  days  it  served  as  a 
fashionable  rendezvous  of  the  gentlemen 
of  the  town.  There  the  young  bucks 
in  velvets  gathered  to  talk  of  a lady 
love,  or  to  discuss  the  political  ques- 
tion of  the  day. 

In  the  Moore  House,  with  a moss- 
covered  peaked  roof,  thick  walls,  and 


Articles  of  Capitulation — “done  in  the 
oaken  doors,  Cornwallis  closed  the 
trenches  before  Yorktown,  in  Virginia, 
October  19,  1781." 

With  her  arms  outstretched,  atop  the 
dizzy  shaft  of  the  white  Peace  Monu- 
ment, the  “Matron  of  Peace”  protects 
and  shields  the  little  village  from 
further  belligerency. 


If  such  a sesquicentennial  celebration 
is  successful,  it  will  serve  a two-fold 
purpose.  Besides  honoring  her  patriots, 
Virginia  will  stand  out  above  all  nations 
as  a state  rich  in  history  and  rich  in  an 
honor  for  those  who  have  served  her. 
It  will  establish  in  hundreds  of  thous- 
and a deeper  reverence  for  the  Mother 
State. 


1781  - 1931

In  January,  1931,  representatives  of 
nearly  eighty  Newport  News  families 
march  across  the  electrically  lighted 
rostrum  of  the  auditorium  of  Newport 
News  High  School  to  receive  a diploma 
certifying  that  eleven  years  of  satis- 
factory work  have  been  completed  in 
the  public  schools. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago, 
ancestors  ,of  many  of  these  graduates 
were  marching,  but  for  a different  cause 
and  in  decidedly  different  circum- 
stances. 

Sue  Yates’  family,  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,  was  represented  by  Alex- 
ander Hamilton  at  the  same  time  that 
James  Madison  upheld  the  standards 
of  Kitty  Carleton’s  people.  Dr.  John 
Tarbard,  an  ancestor  of  Paul  Haynes, 
did  his  best  to  keep  the  troops  in  the 
pink  of  condition. 

Fordyce  Meriam’s  great-great-grand 


uncle,  Nathan  Craig,  fought  near  York- 
town ; the  Sewards  and  the  Quinnes 
represented  the  families  of  Piggy  Cox 
and  Eldora  Horton  respectively.  Wil- 
liam Christian,  Bob  Sherman’s  relative, 
did  his  best  to  do  justice  to  the  Sherman 
family.  Josiah  Barlett,  Edna  Fury’s 
ribbon  carrier,  was  pushing  and  pull- 
ing for  these  thirteen  United  States. 
Mundin,  Hilda  McAlwee’s  great-great- 
grandfather, and  Austin  Seay,  a dele- 
gate from  John  Fox’s  family,  were 
shouldering  their  muskets  along  with  the 
other  revolutionists.  Honorable  Rich- 
ard Cary,  one  of  Dolly  Richardson’s 
ancestors,  was  a captain  and  member  of 
the  convention  held  in  Williamsburg. 

Theodore  Lassiter  did  his  best  to 
maintain  the  standards  of  Hazel  Lassi- 
ter’s people,  and  Captain  Henry  Wood 
and  Private  John  Babwik  did  likewise 
for  Norman  Smith’s  family.

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The  High  School  Drama 
Glasses

Four  years  ago  the  first  drama  class 
in  Newport  News  High  School  was 
inaugurated  with  an  initial  enrollment 
of  eleven  students.  Since  that  date  drama 
activities  have  undergone  one  of  the 
most  rapid  developments  of  any  branch 
of  the  school.  One  hundred  and  thirty 
pupils  are  registered  for  the  course.  A 
second  instructor,  Miss  Harriet  Smith, 
has  been  added  to  the  staff. 

Equal  to  the  rapid  growth  of  in- 
terest and  enthusiasm  in  drama  among 
the  students  has  been  that  of  the  towns- 
people. 

“Captain  Applejack”,  the  first  pro- 
duction of  the  classes,  was  received  hy 
approximately  800  pupils  and  local  citi- 
zens. Each  play  thereafter  drew  larger 
audiences,  until  the  performance  of 
“Smilin’  Thru”  was  repeated  at  the 
request  of  disappointed  hundreds,  turn- 
ed away  at  the  door.  Following  this 
production,  plays  were  produced  both 
in  the  fall  and  in  the  spring  of  the  year 
on  two  consecutive  nights. 

“Three  Live  Ghosts”,  the  1030  fall 
production,  was  acclaimed  one  of  the 
most  successful  production?  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  classes.  The  student  body 
and  faculty  were  literally  one  hundred 
per  cent  in  their  support  of  the  play. 

Two  hundred  students  contested  for 
the  parts  in  the  cast,  many  of  them 
trying  for  two  or  three  parts,  making 
practically  four  hundred  and  fifty  stu- 
dents from  which  to  select  a cast.  The 
doubling  system  was  used  extensively  in 
“Three  Live  Ghosts”,  providing  an  op- 
portunity for  more  students  to  partici- 
pate in  the  play.  There  were  no  indi- 
vidual stars  in  “Three  Live  Ghosts”,  the 
cast  as  a whole  starred. 

“Old  Sweetheart”,  matron  of  the 
London  slums,  was  ably  portrayed  bv 
Dolly  Belch  and  Dorthea  Shimkowitz. 

“Miss  Woofers”,  simple  sweetheart 
of  “Jimmy”,  was  taken  by  Chuck  Epes 


and  Virginia  Galliani.  Their  humorous 
lines  and  clever  performances  added 
muh  to  the  entertainment  of  the 
audience. 

“Kitty”  Carleton  and  Mary  Diggs 
performed  as  “Rose”,  the  beautiful 
American  sweetheart  of  “Bill”,  with 
marked  ability. 

“Jimmy”,  “Bill”,  and  “Spoofy”,  the 
1 hree  Live  Ghosts,  were  portraved  by 
Jack  Loughridge  and  Alfred  Dickenson, 
as  “Jimmy”,  Don  Gay  as  “Bill”,  and 
William  Wallace  as  “Spoofy”,  the  guy 
without  brains.  They  easily  won  the 
complete  admiration  of  the  audience 
with  their  outstanding  acting. 

Lewis  McMurran  as  “Briggs”,  the 
comical  Scotland  Yard  detective,  re- 
peatedly brought  forth  bursts  of  hilari- 
ous laughter  from  the  audience. 

“Lady  Leicester”  was  taken  by  Anna 
Branch,  who  well  displayed  her  ability 
for  amateur  acting. 

Winthrop  Gay  and  Paul  Cox  were 
equally  gratifying  in  their  characteriza- 
tion of  “Bolton”,  the  American  detec- 
tive, and  “Benson”,  the  English  copper, 
respectively. 

Woodfin  Patrick  and  Estelle  Blanch- 
ard amused  the  audience  with  “goo- 
goo’s”  and  kiddy  gestures  as  “Little 
Lord  Leicester”.

The  1930  Football  Seasou

Climaxing  its  1 0.30  seasonal  activities 
by  decisively  routing  its  yearly  rival,  the 
Justices  of  Richmond,  by  an  8-0  score, 
the  Newport  News  High  eleven  staged 
a decided  comeback  from  reverses  oc- 
curring earlier  in  the  season.  Similar  to 
this  final  grid  battle  from  the  spectacu- 
lar aspect  was  the  7-0  defeat  Maury  re- 
ceived at  the  hands  of  the  Gold  and 
Blue.  These  two  conquests,  occurring 
in  the  middle  and  end  of  the  season, 
proved  to  he  two  peaks  of  the  finest 
form  shown  by  the  team. 

Beginning  with  only  eight  letter  men 
with  whom  to  forge  his  bolt,  Coach 
George  E.  Vorbach,  staunch  and  sturdy 
mentor  of  the  gridiron,  placed  his  team 
against  a hard  schedule  card  from  which 
he  extracted  five  victories,  three  score- 
less ties,  and  one  defeat. 

1'he  season  opened  with  a more  or

less  practice  game  with  Hopewell  in 
which  Coaches  Vorbach  and  Byrne  were 
able  to  find  and  place  their  material. 
The  Hopewell  aggregation  felt  a 24-0 
defeat  in  this  opening  fray.  The  follow- 
ing week  brought  the  South  Norfolk 
gathering  from  across  the  waters  to  re- 
ceive a 32-7  whipping  as  a revengeful 
thrust  for  the  defeat  the  Typhoon  took 
in  the  ’28  South  Norfolk-Newport 
tussle.  October  1 1 saw  the  mammoth 
Devitt  Prep  team  held  to  a scoreless  tie 
by  the  comparatively  smaller  Newport 
team. 

The  games  thus  far  on  the  schedule 
had  brought  forth  no  spectacular  plays 
or  players.  The  subsequent  Maury 
fracas  was,  however,  due  to  bring  forth 
both.  An  intrepid  front  wall  was  built 
around  Captain  “Horse”  Hallett,  who 
was  sturdily  guarded  by  Merritt 
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Thomas  and  Saunders  White.  James 
Whitmer  and  Adair  Clarke,  tackles

weighing  nigh  onto  two  hundred 
pounds,  fortified  the  guards,  and  were 
in  turn  flanked  by  William  Meanley 
and  Henry  Sturm  on  the  wings.  Bryant, 
Downing,  and  Gordon,  led  by  Shrieves, 
reeled  off  gain  after  gain  together  with 
innumerable  long  and  spectacular  runs. 
A final  twenty-five  yard  sprint  by 
Bryant  behind  beaut'ifully-formed  in- 
terference placed  the  Typhoon  in  a lead 
by  7 points. 

The  week  following  the  brilliant  vic- 
tory over  the  Commodores  found  the 
Shipbuilders  in  Lynchburg,  where  they 
suffered  a deplorable  reverse  in  a 13-6 
defeat.  The  ensuing  game  with  Roanoke 
resulted  in  a slow  scoreless  tie.  After 
these  two  blots  on  the  ’30  card,  came  a 
beautiful  recovery  when  the  Typhoon 
toppled  the  Presidents  of  Portsmouth. 
The  subsequent  game  with  Petersburg 
set  the  stage  for  the  third  scoreless  tie 
of  the  year. 

Then  came  the  annual  Turkey  day 
classic  to  terminate  the  team’s  activi- 
ties. Since  the  game  was  to  be  the  last 
one  for  eight  players  of  the  first  string, 
;he  final  score  showed  what  the  “under- 
dog” can  ofttimes  accomplish.
